THE ITALIAN QUESTION AND THE NEW 
CABINET. 

The Daily News says the French Governmen is pre- 
pared to give the new foreign minister of England, the 
most complete ANN of the moderation and disinterest- 
edness of its policy in Italy. It is ready to declare anew 
that not only does it seek no territorial aggrandisement 
for France, but that it desires no thrones for the relatives 
of the Emperor or Princes dependent cn France. Far 
from wishing to prolong the war, the desire of the French 
Government, is that it may be short. The war has been 
begun for the liberties of Italy, and may be carried on till 
that object is attained, but only for the sake of that end; 
should the Prince Regent of Prussia, for instance, find 
himself in a position to offer his mediation, the French 
Government will be ready to engage to leave Italy to 
itself after securing its independence. 

The Times, in a leader, counsels Austria to yield in 
time. 

The Times says Austria is flying homewards. France 
and Sardinia pursuing her across the Adda. Their 
corps are molesting her in the north. Venice is about 
to be at immediately on the east, and on the 
south ; the whole peninsula is rising against her allies 
and her garrisons. The only advice to be given is that 
Austria should accommodate herself fo these painful 
circumstances, just as england effected the independence 
of the United States. 

TELEGHRAPHIC CABLE TO GIBRALTAR.— The Daily 
News announces that Government has entered into ar- 
rangements for laying down, as speedily as possible, a 
telegraphic cable direct from Falmouth to Gibraltar, a 
distance of 1,100 nautical miles. ‘The existing state of 
war sl ows the importance of securing a means of tele- 
graphic communication with our possessions in the 
Mediterranean, totally independent of any Continental 
medium.

Horeign Intelligence. 
PRUSSIA. 

A pamphlet entitled “ Prussian Policy and the Hano- 
verian Motion,” has just been published at Hanover, 
and is ascribed to a high functionary, Mr. Zimmermann. 
It is excessively hostile to Prussia. It demands that 
Austria and the German States which have been favour- 
ahle to the proposition of Hanover, shall forthwith form 
on the Upper Rhine an army of observation of 300,000 
men, and that it shall be increased to 500,000 in the au- 
tumn. It the pamphlet expresses the opinions of the 
Hanoverian government, it is significant, for it indi- 
cates that the other states think of acting without 
Prussia. 

GERMANY. 

A letter from Berlin of the 7th says:—* Baron de 
Berastorff, the Prussian Minister in London, has been 
sent fur by telegraph. It is stated that attempts are to 
be made, in concert with England, to re-establish peace 
in Italy, and in case of negotiations failing, that England 
and Prussia will come to an understanding as to the 
limits beyond which the European equilibrium would be 
eunsidered menaced.” 

A letter from Berlin of the 7th, in the Post Gazette of 
Frankfort, asserts, on what it represents to be good 
authority, that Baron de Schleinitz, Prussian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, has resigned, on account of some 
difference with his colleagues. No other German jour- 
nal, however, contains anything in confirmation of this 
assertion. 
A Vienna letter states that a large Austrian corps 
@armee, under General Count Wimpffen, is about to 
undertake an important operation, apart from the army 
of General Gyulai, and that it was generally believed 
that its destination was Tuscany. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople letters and journals to the Ist have 
arrived. ‘The only point of interest is the presentation of 
a note by the Porte to the representatives of the five 
Powers—France, England, Kussia, Prussia, and Sar- 
dinia—on the question of Prince Couza. A private 
letter gives the following as the sense of the counter- 
propositions which the Turkish Government puts for- 
ward :— 
1. The Porte, in order to ratify the principle of the 
non-union of the Principalities, although it accepts the 
double election of Prince Alexander John, will grant 
him the investiture by two separate firmans, one fur W al- 
lachia, and the other for Moldavia. 
2. The Prince must come himself to Constantinople 
to receive the investiture, and do homage as vassal of 
the Sultan. 

3. The firmans of the investiture shall be carried to 
Bucharest and Jassy by Ottoman Commissioners, who 
will read them officially to the authorities. 

4. ‘The Prince shall cease his armaments, and confine 
his army within the limits prescribed by the organic 
reguiation and by the convention of the 18th August. 

5. If one of the two Principalities should manifest an 
intention not to be any longer governed by Prince Alex- 
ander John, it may elect a new Prince without an oppo- 
sition on the part of Prince Alexander. 

6. The prince shall engage never to conclude a pri- 
vate arrangement with Russia, and never to assist that 
power in any war against the Porte. 

The writer adds that the latter clause stands every 
chance of disappearing. 


AMERICA. 
The Secretary of the United States Treasury has issued 
the following notification to the American shipmasters 
on the right of search question :'— 
“ Treasury Department, May 19, 1859. 
“The immunity of our merchant vessels at sea from 
seizure, search, detention, or visit, in time of peace, by 
vessels of war of any foreign nation, being now admitted 
by ali the maritime Powers of the world, it is very de- 
sirable that the flag of the United States, the proper in- 
dication of the nationality of our vessels, should always 
be promptly displayed in the presence of a ship of war. 
“ I am directed by the President to instruct collectors 
of customs to request the captains in the merchant ser- 
vice at their respective ports always to display their 
colours as promptly as possible, whenever they meet upon 
the ocean an armed cruiser of any nation. 
“HOWELL COBB, Secretary of the Treasury.”

The anomalous position of the Grench in Rome, where

Let no worker of 
disorder insinuate himself into your ranks. Deprive 
malevolence of every pretext, so that the repressive 
measures which we may possibly be called upon to take 
may not fall upon the friends ofthe French. Believe me 
Romans, that silence is painful to me, and that deprived 
as I am of the happiness of figthing by the side of our 
brothers in arms, it would have been most grateful to 
my feelings to have been able at least to cheer them on. 
But if they at this moment bear high the flag of France, 
I herelhold the flag of order, and I will se it respected. 
That also is a noble flag.

ANCONA. 

Count Cavour received yesterday an exact plan of the 
new fortifications still being constructed by the Austrian 
at Ancona. ‘They are, in fact, the same as those which 
were designsd by the French engineers in 1808, and 
which the shifting events of that time prevented from 
being executed. The p'an was found among the papers 
of Luigi Bassani, a captain of engineers during the period 
of the Italian kingdom, and who is no longer living. 
But the Pope, who permits this fortifying of Ancona to 
go on and i:s garrison to be increased, is giving a singu- 
lar proof of neutrality! In the surrounding districts 
the clergy are preaching from the altar that the war 
waged by the French and Sardinians is against religi n, 
thit they th? people must held themselves therefi re in 
re d ness for the day when the Holy See shall summon 
them to its defence. In Rome, the French police 
are doing duty, so that Nardoni with his bravos, 
instead of being able to watch the young liberals 
liberals, is watched himseif. Although the official jour- 
nils has contradicted the notice of a conspiracy plotted 
by three prelates, De Merode, Borgia, and Lo Schiavo, 
it is most certain that all three wanted to get up the 
cry of“ Love live the republic, and death to the priests,” 
that they might compel the French garrison either to 
arrest individuals or become hateful to the people by 
repressive measures. ‘The liberal party, however, is so 
strong in numbers, and so well disciplined, and General 
Goyon’s prohibition against shouts and clamour so pe- 
re‘nptory. that the peaple are resigned to silence. Last 
Sunday, when the general was leaving the church of St. 
Louis, the assembled crowd uncovered, and merely waved 
white handkerchiefs. For all that, desertion among the 
native troops continues as before. 


LORD MALMESBURY AND THE WAR. 

The following are extracts from a despatch of Lord 
Malmesbury’s, dated January 12, printed with the 
various papers just presented to parliament :— 

Lord Malmesbury says:—*“ It appears, indeed, to her 
Majesty’s government that the existing ill-feeling between 
the two imperial courts has its origin not so much in any 
real and patent cause of disagreement, as in inutual 
distrust of each other’s views and intentions, and the 
consequent disposition to give an unfavourable construc- 
tion to every measure to which either party may have 
recourse. ‘There are no questions of territorial claim or 
occupation, none of commercial injury, or of cisregarded 
rights, which can be alleged on either side as justifying 
the coldness and reserve, not tu say suspicious irritabilty, 
which characterise their present intercourse. Yet it 
appears to her Majesty’s goverment that neither party 
evinces a sincere disposition to come to a frank under- 
standing with the other, or to make any sacrifices, 
however unimportant, to bring about so desirable 
a result. Her Majesty’s government, therefore, 
desire your lordship, while there is yet time, to 
place before the imperial court some considerations 
which they hope not to be without influence at the pre- 
sent crisis. It is impossible to deny that a war once be- 
gun in Italy would soon assume the character of arevolu- 
tionary contest ; and no human foresight can perceive 
what results would remain to Europe when, after a long 
and desparate contest, the combitants had sunk from ex- 
haustion into peace. Such a war, however begun at first, 
would soon be adopted as one of dynasties and opinions, 
in which exiled pretenders, and every class of political 
theorists would see the possible realization of their wishes. 
It cannot be predicted that France would bea gainer 
from such a state of things. On the contrary, it is pro- 
bable that she would be far from finding her account in 
it. But itis certain that Austria, even if she were to 
come out of the contest triumphant, would suffer to an 
irreparable extent in all her material interests. The 
public opinion in England has a natural tendency to sym- 
pathise with Italian nationalities, but her Majesty's go- 
vernment believe that those sympathies would not be 
aroused to any active form against Austria, unless 
Austria put herself patently in the wrong, and either 
became an aggressor or gave France or Sardinia a fair ex- 
cuse for beginning a war.”

I ordered the corps te advance i iately, 
and directed the 3d and Sth corps darmée to take the 
enemy in his right flank should he attempt to make an 
attack from St. Martino, It was already known to me 
on the preceding day that the enemy had crossed the 
Ticino, near , and I expected the maim attack 
would be made from that place. The division Cordon, 
belonging the 1st corps had been sent towards igo, 
and, being attacked there, and subsequently at Bufia- 
lora, was obliged to retreat. 

“ I ordered Lieutenant-General Count Clam to main- 
tain his position at Magenta, and desired the other 
corps to advance with all speed. 

“ The attack of the enemy began at noon, and, being 
superior in force, he in obtaining possession of 
the dam of the Naviglio (a canal) and of the Ponte di 
Magenta. He suffered a tremendous loss, but the dams 
and the intersected (coupirt) ground enabled him to es- 
tablish himself there (at the Ponte di Magenta) at 2 
o'clock. About this time I had gone with my stai to 
Magenta, and was making my dispositions. 

“ When the foremost line began to give way the divi- 
sion under Lieutenant-General Baron Reischach was 
ordered to retake Ponte di Magenta. I rode to Ro- 
becco to = out to the 3d corps the way to the ene- 
my’s right flank. Shortly after my arriving at Robecco 
the retaking of the Ponte di Magenta and the capture of 
a rifled gun were announced to nie. 

“The columns of the 3rd corps, which were full of 
confidence, now advanced. General Ramming led his 
brigade along the east bank of the Naviglio. The brigade 
Hartung passed between the canal and Carpengago, and 
the brigade Durfeld followed them as a reserve. Gen. 
Wetzlar’s brigade was directed towards the road, which 
is in the low ground near the Ticino. While these bri- 
gades were advancing, the division under Lieutenant- 
General Reischach was again repulsed, although it—and 
more particularly the brigade under General Lebzelter 
—had gallantly withstood several attacks. ‘The brigade 
Lebzelter, with the infantry regiment Kaiser at its head, 
made a splendid attack on the Buffalora. 

“ Although theenemy continually brought fresh troorsi 

into his line of battle, the appearance of the 3rd corps on 
his flank at first produced a very good effect. The 
brigade Hartung, being supported by Major-General 
Durfeld, several times stormed Ponte Vecchio di Ma- 
genta. [he position was taken, lost, taken again, and 
at last remained in the hands of the enemy. ‘ ‘The heaps 
of corpses’ ( Leichen-Massen) proved the determined 
courage of both parties. 
“ After several attacks had been made by that gallant 
regiment King of the Belgians, General Ramming’s bri- 
gade was obliged to fall back on Robecco, where it re- 
mained. Towards evening the 5th corps reached the 
field of battle, and the brigade ‘ Prince of Hesse’ made 
several gallant but ineffectual attempts to prevent the 
enemy’s advancing on Magenta. ‘This last place being 
attacked by a superior force, and also by troops coming 
from the north, the exhausted troops under Count Clam 
and Prince Liechenstein, were at last obliged to evacu- 
ute it. The division under Lieutenant-General Lillia 
then advanced and occupied Corbetta, through which 
place the retreat was to be made. 

“As the day had begun to close in [ had Robecco 
strongly occupied, and prepared for a fresh attack in the 
morning of the 5th. The enormous loss of the enemy led 
us to hope that he was much shaken (erschuttert), and 
the courage on all occasions displayed by our troops in- 
duced us to believe that a renewed attack would be suc- 
cessful. 

“ As we have prisoners belonging to nearly all the re- 
giments of the French army, it must be concluded that 
all the enemy’s reserves were brought into action. On 
our side 5th and 8th corps, and a division of the 3rd 
corps, were not engaged, and being fresh troops could 
turn the scale in our favour. All this [ had taken into 
consideration, and only waited for an accouut of the 
exact posizions of the troops and their losses in order to 
make arrangements for renewing the attack. 

“I now learn that the troops of the Ist and 2d corps 
d’urmée, which had suffered most from the first attacks 
of the enemy, had already moved to the rear, and could 
not again be brought to the field of battle, unless they 
made a fatiguing march during the night. ‘The troops 
in question continued their march at three o'dlock in the 
morning, so that they must have reached their desti- 
nation at the time at which I should have been pre- 
pared to send them to the front again. Under such 
circumstances, it was necessary to mvke a retreat ; and 
it wes my aim to keep the corp which were still ready 
for action intact, in order that they might protect the 
others. 

“ Accordingly, at 4 in the morning, the gallant regi- 
ment Grand Dake of Hesse once more stormed Ponte 
di Magenta. in order to facilitate the retrogjade move- 
ment. It was the last effort of a brave regiment—says 
Lieutenant-General Prince Schwarzenburg, ij his report 
—which, on the preceding day, had had '}25 officers 
wounded, and one staff officer, and nine captains killed, 
without once hesitating to attack, or without displaying 
irresolution when repulsed. 

“ The enemy having been driven back to Magenta, an 
orderly retreat was made. I believe I can ,confidently 
conclude that the enemy, in spite of his superiority, paid 
a high price for the possession of Magenta, and that he 
will do your Majesty’s army the justice to aeknowledge 
that it did not yield to a brave and numerically superior 
force until after an heroic contest. 

“I am not able to give any nearer details concerning 
the action, as, under the circumstances, timely returns 
‘rom the different troops could not be required. I be- 
lieve to be near the truth in saying that we had between 
4,000 and 5,000 killed and wounded, and that the enemy 
certainly had half as many more. Lieutenant-General 
Baron Reischach was shot through the hip, and Generals 
Lebzeltern and Durfeld, through the arm. I will not 
neglect to forward to your Majesty a more detailed 
account as soon as the separate reports have come in, 
and to mention the names of those who particularly dis- 
tinguished themselves.

Signori De Herra,D e Leva, Margarita, Ubaldi, Boretti, 
ane Rogier, all assessori munic/pali, went to the balcony, 
and after having proclaimed Victor Emmanuel king. 
started together with Marquis Guerrieri Gonzaga, Count 
Giulini, and Signor Correnti for the headquarters of the 
King. When the deputation arrived at the camp it was 
soon introduced into the royaltent. His Majesty was 
standing up, the Emperoron his right. The presence 
of Napoleon III. on such a solemn occasion sufficiently 
proved that he really means what he said in his generous 
proclamation--“ France desires nothing but that Italy 
snould be free from the Alps to the Adriatic.” ‘The 
communications with the capital have not yet been re- 
established, and I hear from a good source that even 
Count Cavour has not yet received a true account of the 
great victory.

tened to deliver the necessary pass, with which I had 
been furnished before leaving Turin.

ihe French gendarmes, “we know nothing of that.” 
“ What,” exclzimed the American, ‘not know the stars 
and stripes the escutcheon of the Union ?” Some rather 
wut explanations followed, and I was obliged to inter- 
fere.

THE PRINCE OF WALES AT LISBON. 


Cadiz had been 
the previous evening, 
for his ' came 

up the Tagus the Prince took up a position on the look- 
out between the wheels to view with more advan 
the lovel which spreads on either side of 
river. hen the yacht passed Belem Castle a royal 
salute was fired from that fortress and from the vessels 
of war in the barbour, which hoisted the English flag at 
the main, but did not roan yards in conse- 

uence of not having their full compliment of men. 

e Osborne anchored opposite the Old Packet 
Stairs, and as soon as she was brought to our minister, 
Mr. Howard, went on board, accompanied by the mem- 
bers of the legation. The Duke de Terceira, who was 
deputed by the King to receive the Prince, soon ap- 
peared alongside in the vast gilded barge which is spe- 
cially reserved for great occasions ; this is a right royal 
gondola, and is rowed by a hundred Algarvois, who 
dress gaily in white trousers and jackets, and caps of 
crimson and gold. These Algarvois are a very noisy 
set, and it is related that once Dom John VL, on a 
river excursion was much annoyed by their talkative- 
ness, and promised them a liberal reward if they would 
row in silence for half an hour ; they rowed in quiet for 
about ten minutes, but after this a deputation was sent 
‘aft repudiating the bribe, and begging the King to 
allow their conversation to proceed; to which the good- 
natured monarch is said to have assented. 

The landing was appointed to take place in the Royal 
Arsenal, which was filled with a numerous assemblage 
of spectators. Outside the gates an escort of Lancers 
was drawn up, and inside was a guard of hononr from 
the 2nd Regiment of the line, with their band ; three 
carriages from the Palace were also waiting, the state 
one bearing a great resemblance to the Lord Mayor's 
coach. Among the spectators one recognized what Tom 
Moore calls the round English face at every turn, and a 
goodly sprinkling of the “ fair daughters of Albion.” As 
soon as the royal barge touched the stairs, the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke de ‘l'erceira, Major Bruce, Mr. Howard, 
agd others landed, the Algarvios tossed their oars and 
gave vivas, the vigour of which was no doubt propor- 
tionate to the amount of largess they expected to receive; 
but after all your southern “ Viva” lacks the strength 
and bottom of the English “ Hurrah;” and this was 
amply testified when the Britons in the Arsenal came in 
with three-times-three and one cheer more, in a style 
which awoke the astonishment of the Portuguese, and 
threatened the existence of the cobwebs with which the 
lapse of ages has festooned the boat shed. The Prince 
smiled when these unmistakeable English cheers broke 
upon his ear, and seemed to recognise them as old friends. 
His Royal Highness, who wore the uniform of a colonel 
of the Guards, and the blue ribbon of the Garter, looked 
remarkably well, manly, and browned by the fervid sun 
of Andalusia. 

When the Prince arrived at the Necessidades, the 
bells of the Royal Chapel played our National 
Anthem with great vivacity and correctness. His 
Royal Highness, on entering the palace, was received 
by the King and Qneen, Don Fernando, and the rest 
of the royal family. At nine p.m., the august party 
sat down en famille. Yesterday the Prince of 
Wales and the King and Queen of Portugal drove 
thoough some of the principal streets of the capital 
and also inspected the Tower of Belem, which is now 
used as a military depot. An address to his Royal 
Highness, signed by all the principal British residents, 
is lying at the Consulate, and will be ted when a 
fitting time is appointed. I believe that the Prince, be- 
fore departing, will visit Mafra, Cintra, and all the points 
of mterest in and about Lisbon. 

I regret to say that the Viscount de Ourem has fallen 
a victim to a mistake of his apothecary, to whom was 
entrusted the compounding of a homeopathic prescrip- 
tion, and who, instead of 12 globules of belladonna, dis- 
pensed 12 grains of that deadly ingredient.

Tae Prince oy Wares IN Maraca.—His Royal

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Discovery or a New Fossrt’ Rertize.—A_ short 
time since (says the Elgin Courier) the fossil remains 
of a singular animal were discovered in the 
sandstone quarry at Lossiemouth ; they consist 
of bones, vertebre ribs, jaws, and teeth, with the 
bony plates which had composed the integuments of the 
creature. They have been submitted to Professor 
Huley, of London, who has pronounced them to be 
the remains of a Lacertian, having some relation to 
reptillian forms found in the Triassic system. As 
the creature is new to science, the profession has named 
it Hyperdapoedon—a generic name expressive of the 
curious pavement of the teeth which cover the palate. 
Last week a large slab was turned up in the same quarry 
having on its surface a series of very distinct footprints. 
They are no doubt the impressions made by the animal 
whose bones hyve been discovered.— Field. 

INCREASE IN THE Revenve or Canapa.—Advices 
from Canada state that the Customs receipts this year 
faom the ist of January to the 12th of May have 
amounted to 228,000/. against 160,000/. in the corres- 
ponding period of 1858, when the province seemed 
threatened with embarrassment. The opinion is that 
should the coming harvest, which at present promises 
well, prove even moderately favourable, the revenue for 
1859 will fully equal the expenditure. 


A New Liresoat.—Exmovutn, June 10.—A new 
lifeboat and transporting carriage have been forwarded 
to this station by the Royal National Lifeboat Institu- 
tion, the entire expense of which has been munificently 
defrayed by Lady Rolle. The lifeboat is on Peake’s 
design, and was built by Forrest, of Limehouse. A 
substantial and somewhat ornamental house has been 
constructed from the designs of Mr. C. H. Cooke, of 
London, hon. architect of the society, for their reception. 
On Thursday the inspector of lifeboats to the institution 
visited Exmouth, and took the lifeboat afioat with her 
crew, who expressed their satisfaction with her be- 
haviour. The boat was afterwards taken alongside a 
sinack, and capsized by means of some tackling attached 
to a crane, when she instantly self-righted and dis- 
charged the water she thus shipped in about 25 seconds. 
The transporting carriage of the boat is admirably 
adapted for the purpose required ofit. The boat on her 
carriage can thus be made available for a considerable 
distance on the adjacent coast. There have also been 
forwarded with the lifeboat life-jackets for her crew, 
andevery kind of useful store, many of which are of 
great value in cases ofshipwreck. These life-jackets the 
crew are compelled to wear every time they go afloat in 
the lifeboat, for the society is equally solicitous for the 
lives of the brave men who now so readily man its life- 
boats as for those whom the violence of the storm has 
unhappily cast away on our shores. Accordingly we 
find that, notwithstanding that the lifeboats of the so- 
ciety have been manned by about 3,000 persons during 
the past year, not a single life was lost from them. The 
society has now 82 lifeboats and lifeboat establishments, 
which are so many beacons of mercy and tokens of phi- 
lanthropy in our sea-girtisle. When we state that each 
of these lifeboats involves an expense of nearly 30/. a year 
to pay the coxwains’ salaries and crews for exercising 
them, and to keep them in thorough working order, it 
will at once be seen that a !arge permanent annual in - 
come is indispensable to main..in them in an effective 
state, independent of the amount required to replace 
lifeboats which from various causes have become useless. 


Paince Metrernicu.—The death of Prince Metter- 
nich at the very time when the sword afa Buonaparte 
hangs over Italy, and the treaties of Vienna are being 
weighed in the balance, might in an age of superstition 
be regarded as a solemn portent. In the age of railroads 
and electric telegraphs it must be recorded simply as a 
coincidence which acute historians may centuries here- 
after regard as too symmetrical to be true. ‘The most 
celebrated statesman in Europe has lived just long 
enough to see all the objects of his life frustrated, or if 
not yet wholly frustrated, still in such jeopardy that 
their doom cannot long be averted. The system which 
he built up with enormous labour exploded in 1848, and 
he was driven from the empire whose affairs he had con- 
ducted for more than the quarter of a century. When 
the reaction came he was enabled to return and to 
nourish the hope that what had been might be again. 
He had to wait but a very few years to discover his mis- 
take ; and the aged Prince, whose counsels at one time 
dominated in every European Cabinet, has gone to his 
rest with a Nunc Dimittis that is anything but a song 
of triumph. To have assumed and to have long held 
such a position, imply powers of no common order ; but 
if no man is to be called happy until we see how he dies, 
no statesman can be called great until we see 
how he succeeds. Metternich attempted to chain 
the winds, and like Canute on the shore, for- 
bade the waves to advance.

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FasGLIsH Lryatics Derortep FROM Fraxce—Loxpnow 
CITY POLICE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Charles Pearson, the City Solicitor, attended before 
Alderman Copeland and Sir Henry Muggeridge, in petty 
sessions, to obtain their order for making a number of Pay- 
per lunatics chargeable on the City funds, under the follow- 
ing extraordinary circumstances. 

Mr. Pearson said he appeared before them to ask the court 
to make an order on the funds of the City for a number of 
pauper lunatics, who had become chargeable to the City of 
London Union through the unprecedented conduct of the 
French authorities. Some of the cases he had investigated, 
and found he could not resist them, but there were others 
that required investigation and explanation from the French 
government. Some time ago the French authorities shipped 
over to this country no less than six pauper lunatics, landed 
them at the wharf, and then turned them adrift. As they 
could not be suffered to wander about the streets, they were 
taken before the Lord Mayor, who sent them to the City of 
London Workhouse, which, not being able to find out their 
settlement, claimed to place them on the City funds, there 
being no county rate in London. Mr. Bowring, the clerk to 
the overseers of the poor of the City of London Union, had 
ascertained that these lunatics were English people who had 
gone to France very young, and had become lunatic there. One 
of them had been in France as long as thirty years, and it 
was very hard that after having had all the benefit of their 
labour for that lengthened period, France should now send 
them over here to be chargeable on the county funds of this 
country. Ifthe bench thought it desirable, he would apply 
to the French authorities about same of them. There were 
many foreign lunatics in our workhouses, and one in parti- 
cular who had been attached to the Austrian Embassy; and 
as he was a young man, he was likely to be chargeable to the 
parish for many years. Mr. Pearson wished to know whether 
he had the authority of the bench for applving to the Austrian 
and French authorities to see what could be done for these 
poor creatures. 

Alderman Copeland said he had, decidedly.

The per- 
sonalty, though estimated at over two millions sterling, 
is only required to be sworn to as exceeding one million, 
that the highest amount of probate duty (£15,000) might 
be stamped on the grant. The real estates are spoken of 
as being of an equal amonnt with the personalty. ‘The 
will is of immense length, aud there are upwards of 
forty codicils, making altogether a bulky affair embracing 
500 or 600 folios. The will and codicil of Vice-Admiral 
Percy Grace, who died on the |Ith of May, 1859, was 
proved in London by the Marquis of Chandos, D,C.L., 
and Lieutenaht-Colonel Sir James John Hamilton, 
Bart., C.B., two of the executors, power being re- 
served to Francis Richard Brooke and George Girs 
Sandeman, Esqrs., the other executors. The will is 
dated the 22nd of February, 1856, and the codicil the 
19th of February, 1857. He has left many specific be- 
quests to members of the Buckingham family. To the 
Marquis of Chandos he leaves a rifled gun and a pair 
of pistols ; and similar bequests to several of his friends 
To each of his nieces he has bequeathed a camphor-wood 
trunk or box, which he had purchased in China, the 
scent of which is found to be destructive to moths and 
other insects. “To his man-servant Mitchell he leaves 
a legacy of £100, all his clothes, his residence, and the 
household furniture, as a reward for his a:tention and 
faithful services. The will of Wm. John Broderip, Esq., 
F.R.8., one of the Benchers of the Honourable Society 
of Gray's Inn, formerly a magistrate of the Thames 
Police Court, and afterwards a magistrate of the West- 
minster Police Court, was proved in the London Court 
of Probate by his cousin, Charles Theobald Maud and 
John Jenkyns, Esq., the executors. The personality
